,hip light has taken a most inter- 
esting phase since last night. The 
stalwart element of the republican 
party, led by Senator Cameron, is 
now hotly engaged and tiying to 
:uake a combination on Keifer. 
Jaiuerou went to New York two or 
throe days ago and consulted with 
"the stalwart leaders there. He came 
to Washington and is working all 
his influence for Keifer. The anti- 
stalwarts aie aware of this, and have 
concentrated 
on Hiscoek. 
This 


new phase leaves Kasson a bad third. 
Kasson is backed by Blaine, which 
makes him objectionable to the stal- 
warts. 
An anti Cameron member 


told a Western Association Press 
reporter that the stalwarts had de-" 
cidod to take Keifer as their candi- 
date to beat Hiscoek and Kaeson.

Ohio members say Keifer is not run- 
ning as a stalwait candidate; that 
neither he noi his friends have made 
any promise to the stalwarts; that 
this talk is being used by his oppo- 
nents to hurt him. Keiter's friends 
are very uiueh encouraged at the 
transfer of some of Kasson's strength 
to him. 
Hiscock's supporters now claim 


lifty-seNon votes for him as certain 
on the first ballot, and think he may 
reach sixty or seventy-tive.

he go as high as fifty-seven at first 
they count on his nomination by the 
third ballot, as they say he will get a 
number of floating ballots if he can 
come within twenty votes of tho nom- 
nation at the start.

No greater mistake 
can be made 


Lawyers especially seem to be cursed 


with this weakness In the legal profes- 
sion we have noticed that this rule holds 
good- The more worthless the lawyer 
and the less he has to do, the poorer is his 
hand-writing. And the better the law- 
yer, Mid the bua-er lie is, the surer is ha 
to write a decent hand. 


We hold that every man can write legi- 


bly if he will 
There may be a nervous 


man once in a while like Choate or Gree- 
ley, who has a very great deal of writing 
to do, who may find difficulty in writing 
as plainly as he should 
But such men 


as these are the wide exceptions. It is 
fair to say that every man can write 
plainly if he will, and when he will not 
we say that his written product is enti- 
tled to no respect whatever It is an in- 
sult for a man to write to another in a 
hand that can scarcely be read It is 
robbing the man who has the reading to 
do of much precious time, and causing 
a great deal of unnecessary annoyance. 
And no conscientious man wHl steal an- 
other's time or needlessly annoy him.

Since the enactment of tho tragedy 


on last Sunday night, our readers 
iiave had placed before them a good 
deal of matter pertaining to it and 
the place at which it occurred.
